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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hussein 

'523. 

In the previous office actions, the examiner erroneously placed claims 3 and 4 in 
a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103. The examiner interpreted the claims too narrowly, 
requiring that the pharmaceutically acceptable hydrophilic and water-soluble polymer be 
present in an amount greater than 50 wt %, however, this limitation is not required. 

Roughly, the claims describe: 

(a) an antibiotic 

(b) a polymer component present in an amount greater that 50 weight percent 
and having a viscosity less than about 50 cps 

(b)(i) the polymer component comprising at least one pharmaceutically 
acceptable hydrophilic and water-soluble polymer. 

Accordingly, there is no lower limit on the weight percent of the water-soluble 
polymer. Thus, the examiner takes the position that the Hussein optional binding 
agent, present in an amount of 1 to about 10% (column 6, line 46), which may be a low 
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viscosity water soluble cellulose derivative such as hydroxypropylmethyl cellulose 
(HPMC), anticipates the claims "at least one pharmaceutically acceptable hydrophilic 
and water-soluble polymer." See column 6, lines 36+. Applicant's claims are so broad 
that Hussein continues to read directly over the claimed invention. The polymer 
component must be present in an amount greater that 50 weight percent, but the claims 
are silent as to how much water soluble polymer makes up this 50 weight percent. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The additional cited prior art is relevant to the invention described 
in applicant's specification.
